Root cultura implies 
good farming, for with poor farmingjone can 
not grow roots. Roots may be grown upon 
poor land, by using the proper fertilizers 
and methods of culture;and there is» nd 
better method than this of working up the” 
soil to a goud condition. For if one grows, 
a quantity i oierd are must be fed, and 
ey cann without making a large 
quantity of manure ; further, thay sas mt 
be fed with the greatest profit without the

But that isnot the fault of the 
crop»but of the management; The soed of 
an acre of ground costs $6; that is for 
sugar) beets, which may be grown closer 
than manugles ; 12 lbs: ofjsedd ‘being need- 
ae ae rears. ‘ retin of cultivation need 
ore than-for a crop of potatoes, 
The yield will be of Ouisldeeably gtcoter 
valne;than that of potatoes, reaching,under 
favorable circumstances, 800 bushels per 
acre, or 2b tons. For feeding, the sugar 
beet js, wortn more than double the quant- 
ity of mangles, as it contains more than 
twice as mach solid metter, so that 25 tons 
per acre is equivalent to a large ‘crop of 
grosser mangles, as can be expected under 
the most favorable conditions. The direst! 
oe is then attractive enough to induce 
armers to raise sugar beets’ merely for 
feeding perposes, while the indirect profit

Friday’s election as when he opposed Mr. 
Holden in Juno last, 


The Globe says Mr.Sills made a “‘ splen- 


did run,” and the local Grit organ calle the 
result a “great moral victory.” How far 
the Grit press have cause to rejoice will be 
readily understood from the following an- 
alysis of the votes recorded in June last and 
on Friday : ; 

Tn the election between Mr. Robertson 
and Mr, Holden in June last there were 
1290 votes polled in the city. At the last 
election there were 1.231 votes polled, or 
59 less than in the June contest. 

Yet notwithstanding the fact that that 
election was set aside on acoount of illegal 
acts by the friends of Mr. Robertson, his 
majority in the city at this election was 33 
greater than in June, even with 59 votes 
less polled. 

The ‘‘Moral Victory” for the Grits as 
far as the city is concerned is thus obvious. 

Tn Sidney Mr. Sills’ prestige as a local 
man stood him in good stead, as the num 
ber of votes polled in that Township was 
898 in January against 863 in Juno, Mr. 
Sills polling 90 votes more than did Mr. 
Holden, whilst the decline in the vote cast 
for Mr. Robertson was 55. In Trenton 
the votes polled at this election was only 
twenty less than in the June election, 
whilst Mr. Robertson’s majority was 76 

Tess. What caused the difference is only 
known to the initiated. [t is doubtful if 
‘fmorality” caused the difference. 

In the whole riding Mr. Sills polled 72 
yotes more than did Mr. Holden in June, 
and probably the latter gentleman will not 
feel very much elated over. this fact, 
whilst Mr. Robertaon polled 116 votes 
fewer than he did in his first contest, which 
result was undoubtedly due to the absence 
of a large number of his friends from Belle- 
ville and Trenton. The total yote was but 
41 less than in June.

Monpay, Feb, 2. 
The Council met at 8 o'olook for the purpose 
of taking into consideration the Graud Juno- 
tion Railway Bill now before the Logisla- 
ture,

The Mayor said as tho roquisition stated the 
object of tho meeting, ho would leave it to 
the Council to take auch action as they chose, 

Ald, Jellott said that not until road- 
ing the locel papers on Saturday evening was 
ho aware that action was being taken at 
Toronto with regard to the Grand Junction of 
the character alluded to in the papers. He. 
had then thought it advisable to have a special 
meoting, 60 a requisition had beon circalated 
and all the members had notice, Their By- 
law having beon unanimously endorsed by 
tho ratepayers, if was proper that thev should 
discuss the matter. It was strange that 
action had been taken on this extaordinary 
bill without notice to the city authorities. 
Ho suggosted that a deputation appointed by 
the Council should procoed at once to Toronto 
and prevent the passage of auy bill which was 
inimical to tho interests of the city. 

Ald. Proctor said Ald, Holden had at their 
last meeting suggested that this bill should be 
looked after, It surprised him that no action 
had been taken. 

Ald, Farloy suggested that the deputation 
be composed of two or three members only,as 
the ratepayers would not like to pay the 
experses of a largo deputation, 

Ald. Robertson said tho Harbor Committeo 
had met this afternoon and considered it ad- 
visablo to endoavor to secures grant from the 
Ontario Governmout to aid in removing the 
obstructions caused by timbers floated down 
the river, from which they derived a large 
reyenue, In his opinion Ald, Brennan should 
accompany them for the purpose he had 
named. 

Ald. D, Holden spoke to the samo effect. 

The Mayor was glad to find that the Com- 
mittee had acted so promptly on a matter of 
importance which had hitherto been neglect- 
od, 

Ald. Dickson thought Ald Robertson ought, 
as Chairman of the Harbor Committee, to re- 
present that Committee, At the same time he 
would like to see Ald. Brennan on the delega- 
tion, 

Ald. D, Holden said the Committee wished 
to appoint Ald. Robertson, but he did not 
desire to go, 

Ald, Himbly said it was understood that 
there was to be no report to-night. The 
matter was of much importance and ought to 
be considered carefully. It involved some 
35,000, 

Ald. Robertson said Ald. Hambly evidently 
was mistaken, hisremarka referring to the 
breakwater, which was a Dominion matter, 
If anything was to be done the delegation 
would haye to so at once, and in such case he 
would not accompany it 


Ald, O'trom moved, seconded by Ald A, 
L. Smith, that the Mayor and Ald. T. Hol- 
den and Dickson be a delegation to proceed 
to Toronto to look after the interests of this 
city in legislation regarding the Grand Junc- 
tion Railway, 

Ald, Jellett moved, seconded by Ald Me- 
Ininch, That in view of the fact that legisla- 
tion regarding the Grand Junction Railway 
is being taken before the Ontario Government 
which appeareto affoot the Interests or the CIty 
prejudicially, a deputation composed of the 
Meyor, Ald, T. Holden and Dickson, and the 
Solicitor be appointed to proceed to Toronto 
forthwith to inquire into the matter and to 
take such steps as may to them seem neces- 
sary to protect the interest of the Vity, 

Ald. T. Holden said he could not go in the 
morning, 

Ald. Dickson said it would be hecessary for 
the deputation to ask the ro-committal of the 
bill to the Railway Committee, as the inter- 
ests of Belleville had not been represented. 
This was all that could be done on a first 
visit. The Mayor, the Solicitor and himself 
could have an interview with the Attorney 
General to-morrow, if they went up by the 
early train, and secure an appointment with 
him for the following day, at which Ald. 
Holden could be present, going up by to- 
morrow night’s train, As to the Harbor dele- 
gation, he thought the views of the Council 
should first be taken and then a delegate 
could accompany the delegation which would 
appear before the Railxay Committee. In 
fact he thought they could not properly con- 
sider the subject to-pight. 

Ald, Ostrom withdrew his motion. 

Ald. D. Holden thought no harm could 
come of asking the Government for a grant. 
However, he was willing to let the matter 
stand over. 

Ald. Jellett thought it would be unadvis- 
able to combine the matters. If necessary a 
separate deputation might be sent hereafter 
on harbor business, 

Ald. Brennan raid he did not wish to go to 
Toronto, but would do ao if required to further 
tho interests of the city. He had been asked 
to do so by Ald. Robertson and otbers, 

Council went into Committee on the resolu- 
tion, Ald. Jas. Smith in the chair, and unani- 
mously passed and reported it. 

Tho report was adopted. 

Ald. Dickson said that Ald Proctor had 
expressed surprive that no action had been 
taken at the last meoting on thia subject.

New York, Feb. 4.—The Herald's Halifax 
special says that Hy Youle Hind, one of the 
Governors of King’s College, and an eminent 
scientist and a member of the Halifax fishery 
Commission, alleges that while engaged upon 
the Commission ha obtained information 
which had satistied him that the official Brit- 
ish Case had been fal ified before their pres- 
entation to the Commission. He says he ob- 
tained documentary proof of the faot and pro- 
ceeded to England in November ’78 to lay it 
before the British Government. After re. 
peated failures to interest the English Gov- 
ernment in the matter he wrote to Delfosse, 
the Belgian Minister at Washington, who had 
presided over the Commission, giving details 
of the falsification he had discovered, but Del- 
fosse attached no importance to the charges. 
It is probable that if Hind’s facts came to the 
knowledge of the U. S, Government and in- 
fluenced the State Depirtment to protest 
against the payment of the award of $5,500,- 
000.

WEEKLY CHEESE MARKRT, 


Efforts have been repeatedly made to es- 
tablish weekly cheese markets in this city, 
but so far the efforts in that direction have 
been unsuccessful, With the steady increase 
of the dairy interest in this section, and the 
extension of the dairy district that finds its 
outlet here caused by the opening up of the 





country by railways, the establishment of a. 


weekly cheese market is becoming a necessity 
to cheese manufacturers 

We aro pleased to see that the dairymon of 
the Campbeliford district (a report of whose 
meeting appears in another column) have 
taken the matter in hand and have advertised 
for a meeting in the City Hall here on the 9th 
inst. for the purpose of taking such action as 
will lead to the establishment of a weekly 
cheese maiket in this city, 

In all large dairying districts in the United 
States as well as at Ingersoll and London 
weekly cheese markets are held where buy- 
ers and sellers meet and from samples shown 
purchases are made instead of the roundabout 
Way present in vogue here, of buyers visiting 
the different factories for the purpose of mak- 
ing purchases, 

It may take an effort on the part of dairy- 
men to establish such a market, but once es- 
tablished there is no doubt of its utility, and 
we hope to see the dairying intereat of this 
and surrounding counties well represented at 
the meetivg, 

We have all the more hopes of success in 
this matter as the members of the County 
Council have given it to be understood that 
they will at their June meeting grant $100,or 
possibly more if required, towards establish- 
ing a Dairyman’s Board of Trade, which can- 
not fail to be of great advantage to the 
Dairy interests of the Belleville district.

duction” on which we need not dwell. It is

But perhaps the most objectionable 
feature ofthe Bill is that it places the 
whole of the timber limits in the greatest 
possible danger of destruction by fire—a 
cause from which the country has suffered 
very heavily in the past. Under the exist- 
ing law the settler had an interest in pre- 
serving the pine on his land, for it became 
his own property after ho had received the 
patent for his land. But, deprived of that 
interest —the pine an incubus and acon- 
stant temptation for the license holder to 
invade his demain and to do datnnge to 
such timber as the proposed measure al. 
lows him t possess, it becomes his interest 
to get rid of it; and as tho oasicat ineans of 
doing #0, fire would be resorted to. It 
wore well for the friends of the lombermen

Mr. Eprror :—I refer once more to the ne- 
cessity of having Smelting works established 
in Belleville. To-day I had the pleasure of a 
long conversation with Mr. Kent on the sub- 
ject of Iron and Glass works, and I found that 
in almost every particular we agree as to the

London. . The arrangement expiredin No- 
vember last, and would not be renewed, 
and the effect would be to save the 
Province over $3,200 a year vet, Tho 
item of $4,000 in the details of the note 
was for tho expense of compiling and 
printing 30,000 pamphlets. to supply 
special information for tenant farmers and 
farm laborers. It had been edited by 
Mr. Dymond, a journalist of experience, 
The Government had instructed their 
London agent not to confine himself to his 
office in future, but to travel through Eng- 
land, Scotland and Ireland, imparting in- 
formation for emigrants. This arrangement 
would necessitate the engagement of an 
extra cleek at a salary of $700 to attend to 
business at theoftice when the agent was 
away. It was proposed to make the grant 
for carriage of immigrants in Ontario 
$8,000. Last year the vote was $4,000, 
but $8,100 was expended, .The expendi- 
ture under this head was more or loss be- 
yond the control of the Government, and 
depended upon the number of immigrants. 
These immigrants came here on representa- 
tions from the shipping agents that they 
would be transported and provisioned 
from Quebec to their destination in On- 
tario. These assurances were made with 
the sanction of the Dominion Government 
and past Ontario Governments, and the 
policy could not be suddenly reversed. As 
8,000 people settled in Ontario last year, 
the expenses were largely increased under 
these heats. The vote for provisions last 
year was $5,000, but $11,500 was expend- 
ed. This yoar ho asked $9,000. Tho 
Government had endeavored to limit the 
supply of food and free passes to emigrants 
actually arrived at the Toronto agency,and 
in expectation of this limitation, the Gov- 
ernment, although a large immigration was 
expected, were enable to keep the grant 
down to $9,000 for provisions, and $8,000 
for transportation. 
Mr, Meredith said hedid not know that 
the hon. gentleman who had just spoken 
had remonstrated with the Dominion Gov- 
ernment for neglecting Ontario, If there 
had been such neglect, the responsibility of 
protesting lay with him; and, if he had 
ailed to protest with the Dominion Goy- 
ernment, he alone was blameworthy. He 
(Mr. Meredith) could not say that the Do- 
minion Government had pushed the inter- 
ests of other Provinces than Ontario; but 
if it had, then was being fulfilled the sug- 
gestion made by the late leader of the Op- 
position, that the arrangement with the 
Dominion Goyernment might lead to the 
favoring of particular Provinces. He(Mr. 
Meredith) favored a reduction in the ex- 
penditure on immigration at the present 
time, holding that the people did not ap- 
prove of the expenditure of $50,000 annu- 
ally to induce immigrants to come here. 
Just now the settlers in the country were 
the real immigration agents; and the ex- 
penditure of large sums of money on special 
agents were unnecessary. He noticed that 
it was the intention of distributing pamph- 
lets descriptive of Ontario in the old coun- 
try ; he would like to know what the cost 
of writing that pamphlet would be.

Mr, Meredith said he hoped the pam- 
phlet would give correct information, and 
that the Government would not forget to 
say in it that they had this session passed 
a law under which the right to the timber 
on the free grant lands was taken away 
from the settlers for ever.

Dr. Harkin also spoke strongly in favor 
of the scheme, and dwelt at some length on 
-t8 “importance in relation to the Ottawa 
and St. Lawrence counties, 

Mr. Bell opposed the scheine altogether 
on the ground that it would afford another 
channel, in addition to those already pro- 
vided, for the produce of Canada to find 
its way into the United States. He believ- 
ed that the export trade of Canada should 
be conducted tothe seaboard over Canadian 
railways, and not be allowed to pass into a 
foreign country to its ad vantage. 

_As_ there is no correspondence, the mo- 
tion was withdrawn. 

A brief discussion took place on Mr. 
Caldwell’s Bill to prevent the killing of 
deer by means of dogs, some contending 
that ‘‘still-hunting” was the more cowardly 
and unsportsmanlike of the two methods 
of killing yame. Mr. Peck pointed out 
that the Municipal Act had been taken 
advantage of in Haliburton to prevent the 
running at large of dogs except in company 
with their owners, and that such a measure 
as this Bill was needed for 
of deer in the country further north, where 
no municipal organization existed. The 
Bill was read a second time and referred to 
the Special Committee already appointed 
on the game laws. 

After passing a number of Private Bills 
through Committee, the House went into 
Committee of Supply and agreed to the 
appropriations for hospitals and charities, 
Crown Lands, and colonization roads, The 
items of oyer-expenditure for 1879 were 
allowed to stand over at the request of the 
Opposition.

Trent Valley Railway. 


In the Railway Committee of the Ontario 
Legislature on the 4th, the Bill further to 
award the Act to incorporate the Trent 
Valley Railway Company then taken 
up. 

Mr. Hector Cameron opposed the bill. 
He said he represented the only stock- 
holder in the Company, Mr. Bickford. Mr. 
Ario Pardee was the original stockholder ; 
he subscribed for stock to the extent of 
$50,000 and paid $5,000, 10 per cent. of 
his stock, into the Bank of Commerce, to 


the credit of the Company. By process of 
law TNOse shliares Wad Come L100 io hands 


of Mr. Bickford, who now objected to the 
so-called Company, men who held no stock 
in the road, proceeding to spend his money 
in the construction of theroad. If there 
were any directors or shareholders of the 
road fof financial ability they could come 
forward and purchase to stock which Mr. 
Bickford held and build the rood. 
Mr. Kerr said Mr. Bickford was the 
roprietor of the Grand Junction and the 
Belleville and North Hastings railways, 
two competing lines, and his desire was to 
kill this:scheme before the Legislature. 
He (Mr. Kerr) had the stock book of the 
company, and it showed that the $5,000 
paid in was not paid by Mr. Pardee, but 
by various other persons, whose names 
were given. Some of these belonged to 
Chester, N. J. There was no transfer of 
stock to Mr. Bickford, and besides that, 
by virtue of the charter, certain obliga- 
tions had been entered into, to the liqui- 
dation of which the amount subscribed had 
to be devoted. 


Mr. Cameron said the names of the per- 
sons on the stock sheet were only employ- 
ees of Mr, Pardee. 

The Chairman ruled that this question 
wasalegal point. It was not for the 
Committee to decide who owned the stock, 
but whether the chartor should be revived 
or not. It was the oustom for the Legisla- 
ture to revive such charters, and he would 
recommend that the present one be reviv- 
ed. 

The clause of the bill reviving the char- 
ter was carried. 

The next clause, which provided for an 
increase in the capital stock, was objected 
to by Mr, Cameron. 

Mr. Kerr said it was necessary, inas- 
much as that Mr. Bickford, holding more 
than two-thirds of the stock, could prevent 
the construction of the line and thus cause 
the towns and villages, and especially 
Trenton, which had subscribed to the ‘pre- 
liminary expenses, to lose the advantages 
they expected to derive from their inyest- 
ments, ; 

The Chairman objected to the clause on 
the ground that it was not intimated in 
the advertisement giving notice of the in 
tention to apply for the act, that the bill 
would propose an increase on the capital 
stock, 

A voteon this clause being called for, 
the division resnlted in a tie, wheroupon 
Mr. Pardee give his casting vote against it. 

Mr. Kerr remarked that the Bill would 
now be of no use. 





Bill: An Act to Amend the Free 
Grants and Homoesteads Act.

Mr. Eprrorn:—The Hon, T. B. Pardeo, 
Commissioner of-Grown Laude, has introduced 
a Bill with the above title, which has received 
its socond reading, and which, if it becomes 
law, had better have boen entitled, 7'he Set- 
tlers’ Driving out and the Lumberman’s Grab 
Act, a8 itis, unloss materially altered before 
its third reading, moro caloulated to prevent 
not only the further settlomontof tho back 
country, but also to dive off many of those 
men thore who have taken up lands.

Her Majesty.” What more could the Gov: 
ernment takelfrom the locatee it would be 
hard to say, Open up the lands for free grante 
or purchase to encourage settlement, and 
then loadjdown the free gifte or purchases with 
restrictions seems to me to be of such an out” 
rageous character that no man of any spirit 
oan onduro, 

He ‘‘may cut and use such pine trees as 
may be necessary for the purposes of building 
and fencing off land so located,” By this he 
may cut and obtain pine from any portion of 
the lot, as he is not contined to the clearing 
for it, which may be of some slight advantage, 
as it will give him the chance of cutting the 
pine where he is clearing and which he can 
dispose of, but for so doing he must pay 
‘the same dues asare at the time payable 
by the holders of licences to cut timber or saw 
logs.” Query, will the Department require 
him to take ont settlers license and pay $8 
for the same? If so then the license and the 
dues will amount to 30 cents per standard on 
53 logs—which is probably far more logs than 
he will cut in clearing in any one season,

Section 5 mekes a reservation in the patents 
which would not be go great a hardship if the 
locates was allowed to cut the pine for sale by 
paying fifteen cents per standard duty to the 
Government, but the trouble is in allowing 
‘any person or persons now or hereafter hold- 
ing a license to cut timber or saw logs on such 
lands, (who) may at all times during the oon. 
tinuance of such license enter upon the un- 
cleared portion of any such lands, and cut 
and remove such trees and make all neces- 
sary roads for that purpose, and for the pur- 
pose of hauling in supplies.” Why should 


this be 80% Why is the locatee to be placed 
at the mercy of the licenciate, who may from 


time to time cut up and destroy his valuable 


wood land, subjecting it by the slash he leaves 


to be burnt over from time to time until the 
whole of the timber is destroyed, thereby 
keeping the locatee in continual annoyance ? 


It is true the Bill gives to the locatee the 
right to sell the saw logs cut on land he is 
clearing by paying the Government dues on 
the same, as is provided in the 4th Section, 
and the cnly-way he can get any benetit from 
the pine timber is to make his clearings where 
the most’ of the pine is and cut his pine for 
building purposes where it is in less quantities, 
In this way he may to some extent fl th® 
licentiate and the Government ; if he can’t 
do that he will most likely cut his pine s0 as 
to burn up and destroy the pine where he is 
not clearing, and most likely to do so either 
carelessly or otherwise, as he feels no interest 
in preserving it for the licenziate or the Goy- 
ernment, and who can blame him for so doing ? 
He gets a free grant, but it is not free ; he 
buys his land, but he does ‘not get a free 
deed ; he is working under a system of serf 
dom ; for what he receives as a gift or what 
he pays for is so borne down by restrictions 
taht he really cannot call it his own so long 
asa pine tree js left upon it. 

My opinion is, the Government is making 
asad mistake in passing the Bill in its pre- 
sent shape, and if they will take the opinion 
of an old lumberman, they will, instead of al- 
lowing the licentiate to enter upon such lands 
from time to time, restrict him to one year, 
and all the timber he leaves after bis first cut: 
ting allow the locatee to have, even if he has 
to pay the regular duty, Yetin my opinion 
it ought to go to the locatee free of duty ; but 
either way he would feel that he had some 
interest in the timber and would be careful to 
preserve it from fire for his own benefit as 
well as that of the Government. It would 
giye him the option to sell’to the licentiate or 
to the local mill owner, whichever would pay 
him the best price, The settler would also 
feel that he had the fostering care of the Gov- 
ernment instead of feeling that he was op- 
pressed, anda Government who wishes the 
good will of the people must not become their 
oppressors. 

ln the 37 years that I was engagedin the 
lumber trade, some 27 of which I was work- 
ing under license in Kalatar, Elzovir and 
Grimsthrope, I always did rll I could to in- 
duce parties to locate and settle on lands 
when they were fit for farming puposes ant 
in every instance I alloweo them the privi- 
ledge of cutting and hauling out tho saw logs 
from their locations, giving them as good, 
prices as were going for the sams cl iss of logs 
the: eby enabling them to sustain thom elves 
whil the timber] sted, and I do not know of 

a sinule instance of any tires having been 
sot within the b unds o! my limits, but have 
had damage done by tires having been set 
in other licontiates’ limits, several times; and 
I believe if all the other lumbermen would 
take a similar courao and work harmoniously 
with the settlera they would not only greatly 
benefit the locatees on lands, but would also 
find the bonefit of amore congenial course, 
and the Government would not be such heavy 
loosers by fires in the pine lands. 

I have folt it wy duty to be thus explicit in 
reference to the locatee and the licentiate as 
woll as the Government, from the fact that I 
look upon the Bill now before the House as 
moat injurious to the settlor, and if passed in 
ita present shapo will have the toudenoy to 
bring tho Government and its supporters into 
contempt with overy well wisher of the set- 
tlomont of the wasto lands of the Crown.

Thisis not owing to 
any fault of the men who compose the 
Brigade, nor to the lack of efficient appli- 
anoes, but to the fact that, owing to the 
limited nature of the water supply, fully 
one third—if not more—of the most valu- 
ablo property in the city is entirely without 
protection from the ravages of fire. This 

“includes the whole district from John 
Street (it might almost be said from Ohurch 
Street) eastward, on the east side of the 
river, and from Jaabel and Murney Streets 
weatward, on the western acclivity. Tho 
remedy for this lamentable atate of affairs 
is the erection of a number of tanks at a 
suitable distance apart, for the storage of 
water for fire purposes. It is not probable 
that the oost invulved in placing such tanks 
would be very large, and although the 
Chief Engineer and the press have repeat- 
edly urged their erection, the Council have 
never seen fit to take the necessary action, 
nor so far as we know to ascertain what 
the expense would amount to. 


Now is a favorable time to cerry out this 
project. The Fire Committee have been 
authorized to procnre 1,000 feet of new 
rubber hose at $1 20 per foot, or a total

~~. eoessary an undue pressure upon the hose, 
buklittte; wanynew bowa would be ro- 


quired. Therefore, asthe length of the 
leads could be reduced very largely by 
~ placing tanks upon the hills, why not take 
Py the $1,200 which it is proposed to lay out 
in that way and devote it to the erection Of 
tanks, as far as it will go, instead of to the 
purchase of hose? By doing so,protection 
from fire would be given to a very large 
district which does not now, but is entitled 
to, enjoy it, and besides the investment 
would be of a far more permanent character 
by adopting the alternative which we pro- 
pose, as the tanks would certainly last very 
much longer than would the hose. 


We hope that if the order for the hose 
has not been forwarded,the Committee will 
reserve it, consider the suggestion made, 
and report at the next meeting of the 
Council,

MER. HAMMOND'S MEETINGS. 


TUBSDAY AFTSRNOON'S MEBTING,

Mr. Hardy in moving the second reading of 
the Bill to extend the jurisdiction of Division 
Courts, said that it was proposed to increase 
the jurisdiction of Division Courts from $100 
to $200 in thatclass of cases whore promissory 
notes, mortgagor,or other written agreements 
had been signed by the debtor. Ordinary 
cases of tort and replevia were increased {rom 
$50 to $60. In'order that the character of 
the Court’ might as far as possible be presory- 
ed it was provided that cases involving claims 
of over $100 should be placed at the’ foot of 
the liat, unless in special cases Where an 
agreement had been made to pay ata certain 
place, the case might be tried in the division 
in which that place of payment was situate, 
rbubject to a change of venue being made on 
Application to the defendant, and upon his 
showing that the case can be more conyen- 
iently tried in the division in which he him- 
self resides. But by consent of both parties 
the case might be tried in any division, Where 
the|suit was against a clerk or bailiff the case 
ght be tried in an adjoining county, as the 
g¢, having confidence in his clerk or baliff, 
would not care to sit upon any case in which 
either was the defendant, In cases involving 
claims for more than $100, the judge might 
diseretion direct a fee of $5, or notin any 
case more than $10, to be paid to the attorney 
of tho successful party. The legal practi- 
tioners throughout the Vrovirce would not 
consider this any fee at all, particularly 
‘| where it was a large case occupying all day; 

but the Government had thought it advis- 
able tomake this provision, with a view of 
keeping the expenses of these suits atas low 
4 pointas possible. It was argued by some 
that no provision should be made for pay- 
ment of a fee to an attorney, as it would des- 
troy the distinctive character of the Court. 
But the Government believed that it would 
rather tend to maiuvtain this character, par- 
ticularly in cases where it appeared that there 
was no reasonable defence. In cases where 
the claim exceeded $100 an appeal would lie, 
but it would be found in practice that such 
appeals would be very few in number. Upon 
a certified copy of the evidence being filed 
before the Court of of Appeal, the trial on 
spppal would be held before one jadge 
ofthe Court of Appeal, who would ait 
weekly, and the total amount of costs, ex- 
cluding actual disbursements, was not 
to exceed'$15. This would prevent attorneys 
from advising appeals simply to inake costs. 
It was just as well not to make the appeals 
simple, as they would encourage suitors to 
appeal, The Bill provided also forthe daties, 
powers, etc., of the Inspector of the Division 
Courts. This othcer had been appointed 
under John Sandfield Macdonald, and he was 
to be regarded as a useful and necessary 
officer, There was in each county from four 
to twelve clerks appointed ; and it had been 
thought while the officers under the judges 
of the Court of Appeal were appointed by. the

people." It might be asked, why not exteud 
the power to tho officers in therural districts? 
But it was thought that in outlying districts 
less accessible to the (jovernment it would be 
well to leave the appointment in the hands of 
the judges, Section 31 and subsequent 
sections proposed to make certain changes 
in the jury laws of the Division Courts. It 
Was not proposed todo away with juries in 
these Courts, but to provide that those who 
were called on these juries from year to year 
should get reasonable remuneration for their 
services, It was provided thateach jurorshould 
receive one dollar per day. It was proposed 
to establish a jury fund by imposing a tax on 
all suits coming up fortrial. By fixing a tax 
of say five cents on all cases involving sums 
between $20 and $60; onsumsfrom $60 to 
$100, ten cents; andonall sums over $100, 
twenty-five cents, by this means a jury fund 
would be formed of about $3,500. While it 
might be fairly conceded that better justice 
could be obtained in County Courts than in 
Division Courts, nevertheless there were oth- 
er advantages in connectlon with the latter— 
such as speedy justice, less distance to travel 
and less expense—which made them essen- 
tially the poor man’s Court, While, by the re- 
gulation increasing the jurisdiction to $200, 
the old functions of the Division Courts 
would be to a very large extent changed, 
the new Act provided that the new class of 
cases admitted should not be taken up until 
the others were disposed of. He thought the 
Bill would amply widen the jurisdiction of 
these Courte, and yet not eftect too radical a 
change. 

Mr. Meredith said that the mannerin which 
their large business had been conducted by 
the Division Courts was the best answer to 
any objection to the extension of their juris: 
diction, (Cheers). There was no doubt public 
opinion had been strongly in favor of the ex- 
tension of this jurisdiction, He regretted that 
the extension proposed by the Governmant 
was but a trifling one, He saw no reascn 
why ordinary accounts up to $200 should not 
be examined in the Division Court, and he 
trusted that before this Bill passed the House 
it would be amended so as to further extend 
its provisions, He strongly opposed the 
change allowing the collection of legal 
costs by the successful party. The effect 
would be to crowd the Court with attor- 
neys on both sides, and so change tho 
present character of the Court, f the 
provisions with regard to appeal were not 
extended they might as woll be left out. The 
appeal should be to a single judge of Queen's 
Bench or Common Pleas. He adyocated tho 
introduction of a clause providing that no 
appeal should lie unless the parties had given 
notice before the caso was heard of their in- 
tention to appeal, This would obviate the 
trouble and delay of taking the evidence in 
cones where it was not necessary, The Op- 
position had session after sossion protested 
against the continuance of an Inspoctor of 
Division Courts. When he was appoiuted, 
collections of costs were made by law stamps, 
and now since the abolition of that system 
the office of inspector might be done away 
with. The change in tho system of uppoint- 
mont of clerks and bailiffs was entirely un- 
necessary. Tho fees would by no less than 
under the present system ; but perhavs the 
Provincial Secertary meant to say that as 
the emoluments were large the Govern- 
mont should have the division of the 
patronage. (Opposition cheers.) It was 
all yory well to talk about Government re- 
gpopsibility. Whe change meant simply that 
the power of appointment should be takon 
from gentlemen who would make it on fair 
grounds and put into tho hands of pla 
who, it wae not unfair to aay. would bo actu- 
ated by considerations of political favoritism. 
Tho policy of the Government had been 
throughout to centralize power in their own 
hands. The whole system of patronage in 
this country was a vicious one and dobasing 
to the politicians, ‘This Bill, as introduced, 
would make a litigant who did not care to 
have his case tried by a jury pay tho costs of 
those who did, He trusted that the Bill 
would not pass until some of the amendments 
ho had suggested had been made, (Opposi- 
tion cheers. )

Railway Committee 


Toronto, Feb, 10th. 

At a meeting of this Committee to-day 
Mr. Scott's Bill respecting the Toronto 
and Ottawa Railway was brought up 
This Bill provided for the consolidation 
and amendment of the several Acts relating 
to the Toronto and Ottawa Railway Com- 
pany, formerly the Huron and Quebec 
Oompany, and for the extension .of time 
for the commencement and completion of 
the proposed road; also for legalising certain 
by-laws granting aid by means of bonuses 
to the Company. 

Mr. Caldwell moved to strike out differ- 
ent clauses in respect to grouping town 
ships for bonus purposes. 

Mr. Dumble, of Peterboro’, Mayor Me- 
Intosh,of Ottawa, and others, addressed 
the Committee in opposition to the motion. 
On a vote being taken it stood 16 to 14 in 
favour of retaining the clause. 


‘Seyeral amendments were made to the 
Bill, the principal one providing that no- 
thing should prejudicially affect any pro- 
ceeding now pending, or which may here- 
after, within three months, be commenced 
for the purpose of quashing the by-law of 
the county of Lanark, after which the Bill 
was passed. 








The Grand Trunk. 


(From the Montreal Herald, Feb. 6th). 

The Grand Trunk Railway Company is, as 
ir usually the case, just before the opening of 
Parliament, receiving a great deal of attention 
from a certain section of the press. It seems 
to be a favorite practice with those who have 
other schemes in hand, to raise acry against 
the Grand Trunk. Doubtless experience has 
in the vast proved that this was an efficient 
way of securing public attention, and, in some 
quarters, public sympathy and support. We 
are amongst those who incline to the view 
that the time has passed when abuse to the 
Grand Trunk Railway will secure general 
sympathy. Its business for several years has 
been conducted in an unobtrusive manner, and 
its officers have wisely abstained from med 
dling with matters outside their immediate 
duties. The service upon the Jine has been 
efficient, and on the whole, we believe, gener- 
ally satisfactory. Our contemporary the Globe 
has gone further in the direction we have indi 
cated than any other paper in the Dominion. 
In its latest effort in support of the Toronto 
and Ottawa scheme, reference is made to 
the railway recently laid upon the ine 
between Longueuil and Fiochaleges ‘The 
Globe says :—‘‘After the spectac’e now visi 
“ble near Montreal the Go: ernment will 
‘‘soarcely dare to pin its faith toan “When 
** that a new bridge 1s not necessary. Whe 
“in order to escape paying the catlgede 8 
“* tolls demanded by the Grand Trunk forthe 
‘* passage across Victoria Bridge, the people 
‘‘ are forced to lay a track on the frozen river, 
‘*where, with open water within apistol-shot 
‘fon each side, passengers are crossing in con- 
“stant fear of a catastrophe, it is superfiaous 
**to argue that additional accommodation is 
**necessary. It is necessary, and will have 


‘to be given.” It is not our object at pre- 
gent to discuss the merits of the project for 
another bridge across the river ether or 


not such a structure is needed at present is a 
matter which may be left. to the determina- 
tion of the commercial and financial commun- 
ity. There will probably, however, be but 
one opinion as to the inexpediency of build- 
ing it ata point which will, before many 
years are over, be the very centre of 
the Harbor of Montreal.

The Ontario Government, immediatel 
after its members had found by the suchises 
of last June that the peoplo had sustained 
them at the polls, commenced another four 
years of economy by paying out of the public 
funds the expenses of an excursion party to 
Winnipeg.

_ Sir Charles ‘Tupper said, in reply to a (uer- 
tion, that the Government would not be able 
to aid the Pacific Junction Railway. 

Mr. Blake asked a question relative to the 
contracts for the Yale-Kamloops Branch Rail- 
way, and received the information that the 
Government had executed all the contracts, 
The Premier informed the same hon, member

Departmental Reports. 

With commendable promptitude several of 
the Departmental reports were presented to 
the Dominion Parliament on the first busincss 
day of the session, The following is a brief 
summary of their contents : 

2KADE AND NAVIGATION. 


The Trade and Navigation returns form a 
volume of more than a thousand pages. The 
total exports of the Dominion for 1878, were 
$79,323,667 and for 1879, $71,491,225; a de- 
crease of $7,752,442. Theimports for 1878

The report of Mr. Moylan, Inspector of 
Penitentiaries, states that the administration 
of this branch of the public service is about 
the same asin previous years, The number 
of convicts has increased y 150 over the pre- 
ceding year, but thisis due to the fact that 
there are so many persons unem loyed. He 
urges the utilization of prison fater and the 
establishment of reformatory schools. He 
deals at length with the first’ of the two last 
questions, ond urges its claims principally on 
the ground that it would ensure better prison 
discipline, 

MARINE AND FISHERIES REPORT. 

The amount voted Jast year for this de- 
partment was $913,879; the expenditure was 
only $852,678, showing a considerable say- 
ing. The amount expended in the year end- 
ing June 30th, 1878, was $983,645, or $130,- 
967 more than this year, 

The casualties to British, Canadian and 
foreign vessels, reported to the Department 
as having occurred in Canadian waters, and 
to Canadian eea-voing vessels in waters other 
than those of Canada, during the year ended 
the 3lst December, 1879, were 366, represent- 
ing a tonnage of 145,181 tons register, and the 
amount of loss, both total and partial, as far 
as ascertained was $3,390,876. The number 
of lives lost in connection with these disasters 
was 281, viz, 32 in Canadian waters and 249 
in,;waters other than those of Canada, The 
disasters reported to the Department as hay- 
ing occurred to vessels on the inland waters 
of Canada during the last calendar year were 
50, representing a tonnage of 11,577 tons reg 
ister. The amount of loss sustained is esti 
mated at $110,585. The number of lives re- 
ported lost was 40. 

The report of Mr. Whicher, the Commis- 
sioner of Fishories, is as usual, valuable. The 
total value of the productions of the fisheries 
of Canada, in 1879, is reckoned approximately 
at $13,500,000. ‘The official figures for the 
preceding year amounted to $13,215,678,83. 
An increase of value amounting to nearly half 
a million of dollars will probably be estsblish- 
ed by the past year’s returns when completed. 
The statements compiled from the trade re- 
turns show that the value of the fish exported 
during. the fiscal year ended 30th June, 1879 
was $7,702.203, against $6,929,366 in 1878, 
being an increase of $142,837. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The report of the Minister of Public 
Works for 1878-9, is an elaborate summary 
of the year’s proceedings. The sm of $1,- 
379,000 was expended by the Department 
during the year, the principal new build- 
ings being the penitentiary at Dorchester, 
N.B, and the Custom House and Post 
Office at St. John, N. B. Nearly $200,000 
was spent in deepening the channel be- 
tween Quebec and Montreal, and $100,009 
in dredging in various parts of the Domin- 
ion.

Where doa it come 
from? ‘Too often from the till« of employers, 

Au they grow older they get bolder; em- 
bezzlement follows, and often forgery. Most 
cased result in detection, thon imprisonment 
or the Penitentiary, 

A young man who has once acyuired the 
title of ‘* jail bird” has little chance of regain- 
ing his character, consequently his career in 
the future would be one of crime, 

What is the cause of this 

I fully endorse tho opinion of our Chief, that 
it is to be traced to the gross carelessness and 
wilful negligence of ** parcnts.”” Their homes 
are such as to drive young mon out of doors 
for amusement, 


Thisis not all. I amabout to make agraye 
statement, but it is nevertheless a true one, 
that our ‘‘ Ministers” have to share a part of 
this charge with the parents. They are so 
dreadfully afraid of outside work being done, 

There are congregations who could muster 
at lesst forty workers, who could take up 
house to house visitation, or go in parties to 
teach the Gospel in the evenings in private 
houses in various parts of the city, were they 
generalized by their Pastor, 

But what do we find? An earnest Chris- 
tian worker comes, and endeavors by great 
tact, judgment and zeal, to win those children 
and youths for Christ. Yet some of our Min-

Mr. Mills made a warm defence of Ontario's 
claimstothe territory which an impartial Board 
of Arbitrators hed awarded to the Province, 

The Minister of Justice replied, arguing that 
Parliament was the proper tribunal to settle 
the question, 


Mr, Mackenzie questioned the hou. mem- 
bor’s statemont that a large portion of terri- 
tory recently awarded to Ontario had been 
purchased from the Hudeon Bay Company by 
the Dominion Government 


Mec. Blake spoke. His principal contention 
was that the Government's duty was to assume 
and not to shirk responsibility for any course 
ae House might adopt in regard to the ques- 

ion. 

Sir John Macdonald contended that the 
question coukl not be settlea by a Commis- 
sion, but must be determined by the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council as the Court 
of highest resort. The late Government had 
done an ill-advised act. The line adopted 
was a conventional line, and the great 
mistake committed was ia the Government 
assuming the power to leave it to three 
arbitrators to decide what was the best 
boundary line between the Dominion and 
Ontario, Neither Parliament nor tho 
constitution gaye the Ministry such power. 
It was indeed’ “an unconsti utional assump- 
tion of power, and they must take th- 
consequences of pursuing such an unconsti- 
tutional course, The right hon, gentleman 
then said no one could have a greater respect 
for the political opinions of Sir Francis 
Hincks than himself, nor for the high stand- 
ing and diplomatic weight of Sir Edward 
Thornton; but neither were lawyers, and, 
therefore, not so competent as a judge to de 
cide us to the construction of Statutes, If 
the award wore ratified, there was no guar- 
antee for the right of way forthe Pacific 
railway, and an application might be made 
for ppyment for land required, This utter 
ditreyard of Dominion interests was one 
which called for the most serious considera- 
tion of Parlament and of the country. Ifa 
éonventional line was to be adopted, 
the Ontario Government should recoup 
the Dominion Government for  pay- 
‘ments agreed to be made to In- 
diavs for all time, in return for surren- 
dering all claim to the lands, The conse- 
quence would be that the Dominion stood 
pledged to pay Indian annuities would be 
be drawn from the people of the. other pro- 
Vinoes. Acting in the interests of the Do- 
minion, the Government felt that the matter 
shonld be sifted to the bottom, an¢ under the 
circumstance it might fairly be submitted to 
the proposed committee. 

Mr. Mackenzio rose to speak, but by agreo 
ment, the debate on thomotion for the special 
committee, to comprise Messrs, Robinson Do- 
Cosmos, Royal, Trow, ‘Caron, Brecken, Mous- 
seau, Geoffrion, Weldon aud Dawson, was ad-

The Bull 
was ultimtely read a second time and refer- 
red to the Municipal Committee, with the 
understanding that by this proceeding the 
Honse was not to be regarded as committing 
itself to the principle of the measure. 

Mr. Monk’s Bill to protect the personal 
effects of lodgers from being distraived for 
the rent due onthe premises was read tho 
sccond time and referred to a Special Com 
mittee. 

After several private Bills had been advan- 
ced a stage, Mr. Waters moved the second 
reading of the Bill reviving tho charter of the 
London Junction Railway Company. Tho 
discussion was long and animated, but the 
debato and the subsequent division being 
characterized by an entire absence of party 
associations, Mr, Mowat opposed the Bill 
and Mr. Pardee supported it, and tho rank 
and tile of both sides did what was right in 
theirown eyes. The throe month's hoist, 
which was moved by Mr, Miller, waa ulti- 
matoly carried by a majority of 45 to 22.

Rankin’s mill at Indiantown, N. B., has 
beep purchased by an American firm, and 
is being fitted up fur operations, which will 
be resumed soon for the firat time since

The New Brunswick axe factories, now 
that they are stimulated by tho N. P., 
supply the lower Provinces, and are about 
to compete for the market in the United 
States, 

Says the Ottawa Herald;-“ The following 
facta as elicited at a meeting of tho Mont- 
real Board of Trade speak for themselves, 
and show very satisfactary prozress under 
the N. P, The importa of sugar via the 
St. Lawrence in 1878,amounted to 12.289, - 
843 pounds; and in 1379, 64,379,065 
pounds, an increase of 52,085,813 pounds, 
This yielded to the revenue $2,800 more 
than the previous year. No less than 45 
vessels, aggregating 2C,731 tons, had been 
employed to bring this sugar to Montreal 
wharves, theirtonnages yi llingt the harbor 
revenue$4,652. The quantity ofiron import- 
ed exceeds that of '78 by4 400 tons, yielding 
a reuenue of 11,000. The imports of coal 
was 189.231 tons against 142,754 tons of 
previous years. The quantity of this coal 
coming from the Maritime Provinces was in 
1878, 55,917 tone, in 1879, 117,256 tons, 
an iucrease of 61,339 tons. The addition. 


al revenue derivable from coal had been 
$4,600. The Harbor Master's report was 
very carefully compiled, showing the ocean 
tonnage to British and foreign ports, which 
altogether showed an increase of 282 ves. 
sels.”

‘The Canada Contral 
is announced as ballasted and laid with rails 
to the 43rd_ mile, while the bridging and 
grading has been carried to the 62nd mile. 
Tho entire distance from the initial point to 
| the connection with the Canada Pacific Rail 
way is 142 miles. 39,000 tons of Bessomer 
steel rails have been purchased. Tho tota] 
| capital account of the Intercolonial Railway 
is shown to be $36,091,655. The gross 
| earnings last year were $1,294,699, a de- 
crease of $84,847 as compared with tho 
preyious year. The excess of expenditure 
over receipts was $766,083, as against $4332, -

(From the Official Report.) 
CONTINUED. 

‘We think the proposal to collect funds in 
Montreal for the relief of cetrain portions of 
Ireland is premature. At home, where the 
nature and extent of the want must be well 
and correctly known, no general movement 
has so far taken place to draw help from the 
most favored portions of the country, ond no 
appeal has been made to obtain relief from 
abroad by any responsible organization. 

‘We are of opinion that the pastors of the 
people, who would be the first to sound the 
slarm did danger really threaten, must be 
convinced that the distress apprehended is 
not beyond the ordivary resources of Ire] ina’s 
charity to meet; and they probably haye rea- 
son to rely on timely assistance trom the ex-

St. Andrew’s Church. 


~The following is an-onfling of tha sarman 
preached in St. Andrew's Church on the even- 


ing of Sunday last, the text being Psalm 
Ixxxv, ,6. 

Religion may be called the life of God in 
the soul, He alone is the author of it. Every 
obristian can thankfully endorse thestatement, 
“* By the grace of God I am what I am,” The 
Christian has at the tame time something to 
do in cherishing this spiritual life; the Scrip- 
tures teach that he has his part to fulfil in 
working out bis own salvation ; he is encour- 
aged to do so by the statement that it is God 
that worketh in him both to wi'l and to do 
of His good pleasure. Every christian knows 
from experience that his course is one contin- 
ued struggle—that it is a warring of the flesh 
against the Spirit—a constant opposition to 
formidable foes without and within him, who 
can only be overcome by earnest prayer and 
persistent effort. It ie a matter of fact, gath- 
ered from Old Testament history, the experi- 
ence of the Church at large, as well as that of 
the individual christian, that religious vitality 
is sometimer in a lower, sometimes in a higher 
state. Faith may become Weak, love grow 
cold, graces languish, duties gradually become 
burdeus, until languor creeping over the whule 
being, we become almost insensible to the 
glory of our privileges, or the solemnity of our 
responsibilities, This is unfortunately not an 
uncommon state. What christian lives who 
has attained to such perfection as to be able 
honestly to say, ‘I have all ani abound?” 
Where is the congregation, or the christian 
minister, or Church member, who would not 
join earvestlyin the prayer “Revive thy work, 
O Lord” ? ‘| his revival is God’s work. lt may 
be defined as tho atirring up ot the soul to the 
realization of its state before God (Job xlii. 5), 

This He does by His words and spirit, and 
throvgh yarious channe's, by means of these 
all things that work together for good to them 
that love Him. No Christian, cartainly no 
Christian Monister dreams: f eyen question. 
ing the reality of such blessed experiences in 
the Church. They are matters of history,and, 
te preacher trusted, bright facts in the per- 
sonal experience of many of his hearers, 

That there may be more of it is the end for 
which God established His church on ¢arth— 
is the design of all tho ordinances of reli,ion 
—the work of the Christian Ministry, to ac- 
complish which is their greatest joy. All 
Christians would rejoice to see God’s work so 
prevailing as to fill the wholecommunity with 
143 blessed influences.

but the channel, which is on the north side 
of the entrance near the mainland, is un- 
fortunately tortuous, so that it will be very 
difficult to safely bring her into 
boisterous weather. ‘This difticulty com- 
pletely spoils the utility of Presqu’Isle har- 
bor, and renders it worthless as a harbor 
of refage. 







Finding herself in a dangerous position, 
owing to the sinuosity of the channel, she 
will naturally abandon the attempt, and 
run before the same gale right into Weller’s 
Bay—the entrance of which is almost due 
east 1$ miles from the former, and when 
once there, she is safe from the heavy seas. 
Indeed any vessel when caught in a *‘sou- 
wester” may, with the utmost safety, sail 
for and enter Weller’s Bay, which is easy 
of access from Lake Ontario. The same 
cannot be said of Presqu’Isle harbor, 

As to the wind coming from the east or 
north, she is already sheltered there, even 
without entering either harbor, as it only 
blows off the shore in that vicinity. 

The original line of survey or re- 

serve for the Murray Canal ran from 
the mouth of Dead Creek across 
the mainland to Presqu’ Isle harbor. 
It is nearly five miles long. This scheme 
originated so far back as 1796,but it should 
be explained that Weller’s Bay was not 
then known as aharborofrefuge! Indeed 
there was no communication between Lake 
Ontario and Weller’s Bay, because a ridge 
of sand banks intervened between them 
until about thirty years ago, when the 
north-west end of this ridge was fortunate- 
ly washed over and an opening made be- 
tween Lake Ontario and Weller’s Bay ; it 
has been continually increasing in width 
and depth until the navigable channel is 
now over 300 feet wide and 14 feet deep. 
The area of this fne harbor is nearly three 
square miles, one half of which is from 14 
to 20 feet deep, shoaling gradually towards 
the shore,and the bottom being clay is also 
good for anchorage. Thus Weller’s Bay, 
With its entrauce-so easy of access, is 80 
superior to Preaqu’Isle harbor as a harbor 
of refuge that nature unmistakably points 
the former us the only and proper one 
for the Murray Canal to connect with the 
Bay of Quinte, and also for vessels to en- 
ter, as well for shelter as for the purpose of 
going down the Bay of Quinte, 

The old proposed route for the canal 
from the Bay of Quinte to Presqu’ Isle 
harbor must therefore be abandoned for 
several reasons, amoug which are Firstly, 
the unsuitableness of Presqu’ Isla harbor, 
owing to the prevalence of gales from the 
south-west and west. Secondly the 
Canal can be shortened by 3 miles by the 
adoption of the other to Weller’s Bay, and 
Thirdly the great reduction of the cost or 
expenses in building the latter.

The Woollen Trade. 


That the woollen manufacturing trade is

Although for partizan purposes, some

Remembrance of God's Name. 
*"T have remembered Thy Name, O Lord, in 

the night, and haye kept Thy law.,’—Psalm 
exix, 65, 

We remember many things when awake 
in the night ; indeed, it is often the activity 
of memory that keeps us from sleeping at 
that season ; and well is it for us, if, like 
the Psalmist, we can so employ those wake- 
ful and often weary hours, as to find the 
highest refreshment in them, by making 
them seasons of communion with God, 
The remembrance of the Lord means the 
remembrance of His character ; it means 
the thought of all that he is to us, as our 
Father in Christ Jesns all wise to guide, 
all merciful, all good, all sufficient ; there is 
much here to afford food for renembrance, 
It seems, too, a remembrance of all that He 
has been to us, of all that He has done for 
us, of all that He has revealed to us in the 
past. ‘* Commune with your own heart 
upon your bed, and be still” when you thus 
remember the name of the Lord ! For such 
remembrances may he sorrowful, yet it 
opens the door to pure and holy gladness 
to all those who love his name. Think also 
of all he has promised to do for us. This 
opens a wide field. 


But if in the night watches there is com- 
fort in such remembrance of God, still 
more in the night of affliction when op- 
pressed by sorrow, bereavement, anxiety 
or sickness, do we find in the remembrance 
of this name a strong support.

Lesson in Preaching. 


An English Bishop, in an article in the 
Clergymen s Mugazine gives his experience 
in regard to preaching to different classes 
of persons on their respective duties. He 
says: ‘‘I lave learned by experience that 
in preaching sermons of this kind, where 
relative duties are concerned; it ia better 
to speak of both parties and buth sides of 
the duty in the same sermon, not address 
ing masters, for instance, in one sermon, 
and servants in another, but both of them 
to gether. In my less experienced days I 
organized a course of Lent lectures on 
Relative Duties. One night my subject 
was ‘“‘Husbands’”’ on another it was 
“Wives;” one evening it was “‘Masters,” 
and another it was “Servants,” and so on, 
but I found, to my mortification, that the 
wives most religiously came to hear what 1 
had to say to the husbands, and the hus 
bands came to hear what I had to say t» 
the wives, while each as conscientiously 
remained away on the evenings when their 
own duties were to be enlarged upon. 1 
found the same about the lectures on 
‘‘Masters” and on ‘‘Servants;” the latter 
came in great force upon the nights when 
they expected to hear their mastera and 
mistresses exhorted, whilst upon the 
nights when their own duties and short- 
comings were to be the topic of consider- 


The Healing Power of the 
Imagination. 


The records of medical practice are full of 
illustrations of the intluence of the imagina- 
tiou, for good or evil, over the functions of 
the body; and philosophy finds in thema 
key to the wonverful persistence of many 
popular superstitions, ‘he firm belief thet 
any disastrous physiological result, even 
death iteelf, will surely follow a Biee act 
or occurrence, is very apt to bring about the 
dreaded calamity ; and every repetiti n of 
the seeming sequence of cause and effect, 
tends to confirm and strengthen the mis- 
chievous beliet, As a means of counteract- 
ing this tendenoy of perverted imagination 
charms for averting evil often }]ay a really 
beneficial part. The protection is as imaginary 
as the dreaded evil; but, assumi:g a brliof in 
the fictitious danger—a belief strongly tending 
tomako the danger real—thecharm substitutes 
a more hopeful belief,and the danger ceases. A 
curious iilustration of this action of the mind is 
reported from San Francisco,in connection with 
a case of transfusion of blood, «naged negro, 
at the point of death, was saved by this opera- 
tion, the blood—about eight ounces—being 
taken from his wife’s arm, The man recov- 
ored, but the woman went into a ourious de- 
cine, against which tonic and nourishing 
food were of no avail. At last the patient 
confided to the doctor the secretof her ail 
ment, which kept her from resting day or 
bfgbt, ‘I tell you, doctor,” sho said 
whisperingly, ‘‘it 1s that blood of mine the 
old man is currying about in ide of him; and 
doctor, when that cold man comer back.

The 
doctor, seeing that the woman would not be 
appeased unless ho complied with her re- 

u-st, promised to return tho next day 
lirat informing her of the dangers of 
operation, and that it was resorted to only 
in the most urgent casos, She would hear 
of no explanations, but demanded that the 
operation be gono through with. It was ac- 
cordingly done tho noxt day, the doctor ‘tal 
ing from the man about half an oun o of 
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book on ‘‘Sectarian Development in In- 
dia.”’ It is this last acrobatic exploit of the 
infidel which the Gazette very properly and 
ably shows to be equally unworthy of pub- 
lic respect and contidence,

God shall have these impo- 
tent assailers of His truth and grace in deri- 
sion ; and we repeat,Christians need have 
no doubts as to the safety of the ark of 
Christianity, so long as the hand of the 
Divine Pilot is on the tiller,— Western

Science Notes 


Klectrivity has been applied in France, 
by M. Dalmas, to the destruction of phyl- 
loxera, Through a copper wire wound 
around the stems of the vines, a powerful 
current is sent, with the effect of deatroy- 
ing the insect inits various stages of de- 
velopment. 


Prof. Bottger notes the fact that when 
two parts, by measure, of silver oxide, in 
a dry state. is rubbed in a mortar with one 
part of antimony sulphide, or if amorphous 
phosphorus is substituted for the sulphide, 
the mixture takes fire easily. When a 
drop of phenol is let fall upon the silver 
oxide, the oxide is partially reduced, while 
sparks are given off. 


It has been thought that forks were used 
by mankind in eating food at a very recent 
period of history. But the art of eating 
with a fork is proved to bea revival of a 
very ancient one. The fork is by no means 
an invention of modern times, Lately, in 
the debris of the lake-dwellings, forks evi- 
dently designed fortable use have been 
discovered. They were made of bonw. The 
spoon is a still more ancient instrument, 

There is no reason to be surprised re- 
garding the decline of the foreign demand 
for British cotton goods; if a writer in the 
Wollengewerbe gives honestly and without 
malice this striking analysisof a sample. 
It is stated that a piece of calico contained 
only 53 per cent. of cotton fibre, but not 
less than 26 of alumina, 12 of starch, 2 5 of 
fatty matter, 2 of magnesium chloride, 1.5 
of zinc chloride, 5 of calcium chloride, and 
2.5 of water. 


Last year, it will be remembered, the 
celebrated hot aprings at Teplitz disappear- 
ed on account of the subterranean source 
of supply having been accidentally tapped 
in the working of some coal mines in tho 
neighborhood. During the past spring 
efforts were begun to recover the supply by 
sinking the old well deeper. As the 
haa to be made through porphyry, the pro- 
gress is very slow.
